It has been remarked over and over again, that the great achievemi 
Sculpture, Painting, and Architecture, are easily accessible for sti 
those who devote any attention to the Fine Arts; while the best prodi 
of the men who laboured with the burin, the etching-needle, or the 
engraver’s knife, are little known, except to the few wealthy an 
who can buy the rare examples of such work, or the specialists who fr 
the print-rooms of the Art Museums. The artistic interest of engrav 
nevertheless, not inferior to that of the pictures, statues, and buildings w 
by famous hands, and readily visible to almost all the world. They oi 
same aesthetic gratifications, they exhibit the same developments of geni 
skill, and they furnish the same course of education in taste, as the 
monuments of the sister-arts. But their rarity and comparative inacces 
forbid most students to hope for even an occasional transitory glance a 
of the engraved designs made famous by the descriptions of Bartsch, Pasi 
Ottley, and others. 

The object of the present publication, undertaken by the author 
the Berlin Museum and executed at the Royal Press, is to supp 
deficiency which has so long been felt, by printing a series of reprodi 
of the most excellent works of engraving by old masters; from the 1 
Andrea Mantegna to that of Earlom and Chodowie9ki. Absolute 1 
both in line and effect, has been achieved by the perfected methods of i 
science : for copper-engravings the heliographic process, and for woodci 
of zincography have been found completely adequate to produce such 
as were only distinguished by their newness from the best impressions 
original blocks and plates. The artistic success has been, indeed, s< 
that every sheet will be marked with the word facsimile, so as to obvis 
possibilities of fraudulent manipulation. 

The work will be issued in portfolios or volumes, each consisting 
plates, and each treated as a separate and independent book. Subscri 
the first, or to any other part, will not thereby be bound to take th< 
although it will be found desirable to acquire the entire series of parts i: 
to possess the advantages of a full representative collection of specimens, 
is recognisable from the contents of the first portfolio, which, as will b 
must be regarded as a miscellaneous contribution to the total schem 
each succeeding part will form a supplementary group of similar multii 
ness. Only when the entire project has been carried out, will it be p 
to arrange the collection in its proper chronological sequence. The 
biographical details which are given in the lists of contents, accomp 
the fuller form of the inscriptions found on the plates, will be found us< 
the purpose of such an arrangement.

With the signature of Jacques Spifame Bishop of Nevers in 1657, two years before 
he joined the Calvinists in Geneva, and nine years before he suffered death at their 
hands. A note on the fly-leaf states that the MS. belonged to M. de Chavannes in 1680, 
and to M. Ditan in 1730.

This fine specimen of calligraphy is probably English. It is in surprisingly fresh 
and excellent preservation.—The first page began originally with the word “ electus ” 

(in the preface), and the first words on page 8 are “ hu xpi filii.” (the beginning of the 
Gospel). Thus in the former instance the words “Marcus evangelista Dei” were 
omitted ; and in the latter l( Initium evangelii i As in this last place there is no 
room left for any ornamental addition of the missing words, we can only conclude that 
in both places the scribe was following exactly an ancient and partly defective text. 

The first gloss is by Bede, and states that “ Marcum pene intactum maiores nostri 
pretereunt quia pene eadem que Matbeus narrat licet qnibnsdam distinct! sint testi- 
moniis nt .

The text ends with this rubric : “ Expliciunt Decretales dni Bertrandi in priraa 
parte et in secunda.” Lower down, at the bottom of the gloss, the scribe’s inscription 
gives the date of the MS.“ Ego Leonardus de Groxis ciuis Mutine huius apparatum in 
has compilationes decretalium fideliter scripsi, in Christi nomine die Mercurii XII 
intrat. Iulio, et Mill 0 CCXET. . . Friderico Imp. Bomanorum.” 

Not only valuable as giving the date and place of the writing and the name of the 
scribe; but also remarkable for its five Miniatures, and the numerous grotesque figures 
of birds, very well drawn, that fill the lines of ornament at the beginning of each 
column almost throughout the book. The year 1241 was that of the death of Pope 
Gregory IX.

This MS. was certainly written in Italy, perhaps at Bologna. The scribe who wrote 
it in Italian style was Thomas Normannus, and either to him or to some other French¬ 
man are to be attributed the Miniatures which are thoroughly French in style but reveal 
somewhat of Italian.character in the colouring.—The colophon is “ Explicit apparatus 
Decretalium editus a bemardo . . Thoma norm an no milleno scribitur anno Et 
ducenteno domini nouies quoj deno

The miniatures in this volume (the first of which is wanting) are also fine French 
work, whether done in Italy or in France.

Hilary, Bishop of Poitiers, Rudegund Queen of France, St. Denis, and Martin Arch¬ 
bishop of Toure. In black ink, we find 27 Jany. St. Julian Bishop of Le Mans. 11 May 
Mamertus Bp. of Orleans, 26 June Translation of St. Hilary, 7 Sept. St. Clodvald, 
27 Oct. St. Fronto, 9 Nov. St. Maturin, 17 Dec. St. Lazarus, IS St. Gatian. 

The last two leaves contain a poem “ Ce sont les parolles que disoit are seigneur 
lay estani en la croix ”. 

On the fly leaf is a note “ Ces heures ont est4 tirees du cabinet de feu monsieur de 
la sauuagi£re mon pere et mont estd donnee par dame louise goullard ma mere en lan 
1640. Renee legier de la sauuagiere . .” 

7 MINIATURES. Four leaves of an ancient MS. Missal on vellum, each 

containing a finely painted and illuminated miniature initial , historiated , 
with marginal decorations ; and a small miniature of a Bishop , 4 inches 
square , Morris's collection About 1440 

The ink is so black and good that one hesitates to call the writing Italian ; the 
paintings however are undoubtedly Italian, and belong to the first half of the fifteenth 
century.

The first 160 leaves are of the earlier date ; and the remainder is of a somewhat 
later date, in which however the style of the painted initials of the earlier part is very 
well imitated. The glosses throughout are very numerous, being found both on the 
margins and between the lines, in very minute writing.

Byzantine (fourth century) and 3 of the late Byzantine. In Vol. I, published last year, 
there was a large preponderance of Ptolemaic and late Byzantine. Thus the two 
volumes combined give a comprehensive representation of Greek writing from the third 
century before Christ, to the eighth century after.

The original MS. is in the Escnrial. It was translated into Castilian from 
Arabic sources in the years 1276—1279, by order of Alfonso the Wise, and contains a 
description of the virtues of Stones, of which 860 are treated. The writing and the 
miniatures are beautiful examples of thirteenth century art of very high order; and the 
text is a philological monument showing the Castilian language in its earliest polished 
state.—The MS. was in the sixteenth century in the possession of Diego de Mendoza, 
and after his death came into the hands of Philip II, who put it in the Escurial. The 
artistic reproduction was done by Don Antonio Selfa.

The three celebrated World Maps here reproduced are (1) The Harleian Mappe- 
xondb in the British Museum, to which the date of 1536 has been assigned, and which 
was probably done in the same place as 2 and 3. (2) The Joxard Map, also called 
the Dauphin’s Map, now in the Bibliotheca Lindesiana, drawn by Pierre Desceliers at 
Arques near Dieppe in 1546. (3) Descelier’s second Mappexonde of 1550, now 
in the British Museum. 

They are all valuable and important; and highly interesting in connection with 
Canada and the explorations of Cartier and Boberval, as well as with the vexed 
question of the Discovery of Australia. Each map is reproduced sectionally in 15 folio 
meets, with a reduced entire facsimile on a sixteenth sheet which serves for a key map 
to the sections. 

No. 2 has been given in Jomard’s atlas, but on a very reduced scale only $ and it 
may be said that all three works appear here for the fint time in perfect reproduction.

This copy which is quite perfect, including the six very rare leaves 
in Greek at the beginning of Paul’s Epistles, belonged about 1540 to 
Fra Girolamo Seripandi, afterwards Archbishop of Salerno, Cardinal, 
and Papal Legate at the Council of Trent (born 1493, died 1563). His 
inscription of ownership is written on the last page of Yol. I.

Here is one in 
clean and beautiful condition, as large as when it was originally issned, 10J inches in 
height X 6} in breadth (or, to put it more exactly, 259 x 174 mm).—It is almost 
absolutely incredible that there can be anywhere in existence such another copy as this.

“ An Occasional Contributor ” writes :—The study of the ancient ecclesiastical 
chant, and of the old Liturgies of the Catholic Church, are so allied one with the other, 
that students of either must, or ought to, have a knowledge of both. I, therefore, desire 
to call your readers’ attention to three works which are invaluable to those who take 
interest in matters connected with the “ Church of our Fathers.” The first is written 
by the well-known Catholic archeologist, Mr. W. H. J. Weale, who, in his Bibliographic, 
Liturgica , gives us a catalogue of all the Missals printed prior to the year 1531, a list 
of Liturgical printers and publishers, with the Missals issued by them, and a list of 
places in which Missals have been printed. Such a work must be of the greatest help 
and use to every Liturgical student, as it gives the name of every church, whether 
cathedral or collegiate, and of every religious Order, in the enjoyment of a special use, 
and a complete list of its printed Missals. The second work is also from the same pen, 
as is a Catalogue of Rare Manuscripts and Printed Books , chiefly Liturgical, exhibited 
at “ The Historical Music Loan Exhibition, Albert Hall, London, in 1885.”

He now claims to have supplied a catalogue of 
all the diocesan missals of the Western Church and of the regular orders which have 
been printed since the year 1475 to the present century. It is not probable that there 
are no omissions, but we believe that they are few and far between. Mr. Weale has 
also given the size of every edition, the number of the leaves, the name of the printer, 
the place and year of publication, the public libraries iu which copies may be seen, and 
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the of writers by whom they have been mentioned and described. With regard 
to this last detail the statement most be received with exceptions; nor wonld it be 
possible to mention all writers who may have referred to or spoken of every edition. 
The labour of preparing this catalogue most have been great and to most people weari¬ 
some in the extreme $ we have said that it will be usef ul, yet scarcely think that the time 
and trouble will be repaid which most have been expended on it* — Academy, October

An arabesque metal-work pattern occupies the 
middle space, surrounding the painted escutcheon of the owner, which is enclosed within 
an ornamental frieze having supporters, and surmounted by a painted coronet. 

Beneath the escutcheon are stamped in gold the words Anibal . C. db Altems. s. r. 
b. Gbxeralis. The back, which has four bands, is full gilt with an ornamental metal¬ 
work pattern. The edges are gilt and goffered with knotwork.

All the space 
within the oval and the borders is filled with triple dots of gold. The borders are 
a white compartment and a black compartment, each of them edged with gold. The 
edges of the leaves are gilt and goffered with knotwork. The backs, fiat and without 
panels, contain the best work of all: graceful progressions of fine gold lines curving, 
twining, and interlacing ; locked at the intersections with azures fleurons. This was 
all done by hand, and the great skill and taste of the artist are shewn by the circum¬ 
stance that the details of the design are worked out differently upon each of the two 
backs, yet with such a perfect similitude in the style that we see no lack of uniformity.

Parts of the design 
are painted in blue, and here and there in central places there are roundels of white looking 
like pearls. The edges are gilt and goffered in arabesque ; the back has five thick 
bands and two small ones, all of them gilt. In the panels are rows of the same eight¬ 
leaved flower (green and gold) which was used in the Prooopio.—The escutcheon of 
Paul Giordano degli Orsini is stamped in gold as a centrepiece on the sides, with an 
inscription “ Pavl Iordan Vrs d’Aragon This binding is in admirable preservation.

Within the inner fillets there are (by division into two sections) eight corner- 
pieces, which are all worked upon inlaid heart-shaped pieces of crimson morocco; and 
in the outer compartment there are four semi circular sidepieces of inlaid citron 
morocco. In the panels on the back four semi-circular inlays of citron morocco, and 
two of crimson morocco. The pointing decoration is worked all over them in unbroken 
continuity of plan. 

This is a very beautiful example of English work, in which inlays are so shaped 
and arranged that the black leather between them stands out in geometrical forms in 
apparent relief.

A trefoil enclosing a little triangular pattern of scales in the middle above the 
summit of the roof, and at each side, where the walls curve inwardly. There is a pretty 
floral loaange in the centre. The open spaces of blue morocco are blind-tooled, with 
wreaths of tendrils ending in a flower, and with roses and annulets.

We get the impression of a square border rounded at the corners, and 
receding into various curves at the sides, with a row of intertwisted quatrefoils down 
the middle, and at the heart of the large one in the centre a lozange from the points of 
which proceed graceful arabesque leafage and blossoms. But all the lines are in 
happy connexion and the whole pattern is a triumph of decorative art. We can see 
in it, however, the first signs of tendency towards the Eve style of geometrical adornment. 
The back is fiat and unpanelled. Its whole surface is covered by a beautiful arabesque 
pattern of curving lines or branches, intertwining and festooned with aznr6d leaves and 
fleurons.

First Edition of this celebrated set of engravings, which comprises the coins of the 
twelve Caesars. It was bound in black smooth-grained morocco, richly gilt on the sides 
with a beautiful Grolieresque pattern of decoration. There are the usual triple borders, 
the first being a simple rectangular figure of double fillets ; the second a combination of 
two sets of double fillets, the one curved inwardly, the other outwardly at the corners, 
and intersecting each other at the middle of each of the four sides. The inmost is in 
mirror-shape, rectangular except at the middle of each side where it rounds into demi¬ 
lunes. The centrepiece is a quaterfoil enclosing the solid Aldine flcuron. In the 
spaces and at the angles the Aldine fleuron is stamped in arabesque style, with little 
groups of leaflets. There is nothing amongst all the Grolier books more beautiful or in 
purer taste than these decorative sides. The back is perfect, stamped in each of the 
eight panels with a little branch of leaflets. There are three high bands, each 
bearing a horizontal gold line, and four small ones gilt with oblique strokes. The 
edges of the book are plain-gilt; the edges of the cover gilt with sets of little curling 
tendrils divided by simple lines. 

There are two bookplates of the Jobert library engraved in the seventeenth century. 

The first one is an escutcheon, below it the words Joberti insignia ; the second is a 
head of Janus with along inscription from which we glean that Janus Jobertns, Paris 
advocate, was the founder of the library, and that his grandson was then (about 1620) 
the possessor of it. The book was therefore in the possession of Jan Jobert about 
1560. (Perhaps he had had it bound for him.) The learned Jesuit, Louis Jobert 
(bom 1637), was perhaps a member of the same family. 

Hadrian Beverland’s signature is on the title. 

Some MS. verses on the flyleaf are probably written by the band of the first 
Jobert, making a New Year’s gift of the book itself. They begin “ Ce premier Jourde 
la nouuelle annee.” This must have been about 1580.

There were nine blank leaves in the book and 259 printed leaves.

This work may be called the Heraldic 
History of the House of Courtenay, and 
is, in point of fact, the reprod action and 
explanation of a series of coats of arms 
existing in the Castle at Powderhara which 
form a continuous history of the family 
with the numerous marriages that have 
taken place from the time of Athon to the 
present day. It will be found interesting, 
therefore, to those who are neither historians, 
nor antiquarians, nor perhaps even students 
of heraldry, for not only are the actual 
marriages represented, but constantly the 
wife’s paternal shield, and even that of her 
grandparents are, represented in the second 
and third line of shields. 

This is more the case in the English line 
than in the French, as it was necessary to 
represent the elder branch in the npper 
line, and the Emperors of Constantinople, 


the Seigneurs de Champignolles, the 
Seigneurs d’Arrablay and Taulay, and de 
la Terti Loupi&re, as they successively 
carried on this branch of the family until 
1740, when it ended with Heldne de 
Courtenay who married the Prince de 
Ban Are moot. 

The English branch is simpler, and there¬ 
fore more space has been given to maternal 
ancestors—notably of course to the Redvers 
who were the first Earls of Devon, and to 
the Barons of Okehampton, whose last 
representative Hawisa, “ Lady of Oke¬ 
hampton,” brought that title to Sir 
Reginald Courtenay.

The last volume is prefaced and annotated by Mr. Austin Dobson, in whose 
hands Bewick’s papers and correspondence, together with the original MS. 
of the “Memoir,” were placed by the late Miss Isabella Bewick’s Executors. 
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The “Memoir,” which was edited by Mias Jane Bewick in 1862, is now 
printed more completely. 

The name of Bewick is, and has been, a household-word in English Homes 
since the beginning of the present century. Next to the Bible and the 
Common Prayer, no books have been handled with greater veneration than 
those illustrated with woodcuts by Bewick. His Birds, Quadrupeds, and 
Pables have been affectionately studied and admired by four generations of 
English men and women. 

As the original editions have become very scarce and very dear this new 
MEMORIAL EDITION— the first one in a collective form —gives, at a 
comparatively moderate cost, to the present generation a delightful 
opportunity of enjoying the artistic truth and vigour of Bewick’s famous 
cuts in all their original beauty.
